struction projects in Edmonton 
end district. 

In making his submission Mr. 
Collins said that officers of the 
Coast Construction Co, “believe 
that these executive officers should 
be paid on a basis of what the 
job is worth, plus ability, long hours 
and willingness to co-operate, and 
added responsibility, Their salaries 
should not be based on what some- 
one else has paid, either to them or 
others, on previous work not com 
parable to the present undertaking. 

He submitted that these execu- 
tives had been drawn from several 
parts of Canada, and had been en- 
gaged because of their special qual- 
ifications. Many of them were} 
loaned by other organizations to 
the Coast Construction Co,, for this 
project. | 

Under the terms of the contract 
Mr. Collins stated that company 
was responsible for the supplying | 
of manual and non-manual labor 
and also that the contract be com- 
pleted on schedule 


INTERFERE WITH WORK 


If we are unable to retain these 
supervisory officers, he said, there} 
was grave danger that the contract 
could not be completed within the 
specified period 

Mr. Collins stated that the con- 
tract was now under “all-Canadian 
management,” all responsibility 
having been relinquished and re- 
scinded by the United States 
authorities. 


GREAT DIFFICULTY 

He said that the company was 
finding great difficulty in recon- 
ciling the rates of pay paid execu- 
tives and those of carpenters. Since 
the board's ruling that overtime

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Nazis and Japs 
Lodge Protests 
On Azores Deal 


LONDON, Oct. 15, — (CP) — 
Germany and Japan protested to 
Portugal today over the granting 
of bases in the Azores to Britain, 
and the Nazis angrily served 
notice that they reserved the 
right to take retaliatory action. 


Germany left unstated, however, 
whether she would go so far as to 
declare war on the Portuguese. 

In announcing the protest, the 
Berlin radio called Portugal's act a 
“severe violation of neutrality.” 

Berlin then reiterated its con- 
tention that the Lisbon government 
had been forced into the conces- 
sions under pressure—a theme the 
Germans have harped upon since 
the Anglo-Portuguese agreement 
was announced Tuesday. 


REPRISALS NOT CERTAIN 

Just what retaliation the Nazis 
would take. remained to be seen, 
but it was considered doubtful that 
they would plunge Portugal into 
war because by so doing they 
would lose one of their most valu- 
able listening posts and spy cen- 
tres in Europe. 

A Tokyo broadcast announcing 
Japan's protest quoted a Japanese 
spokesman as saying that Allied ac- 
quisition of Azores bases was “one 
more example of Anglo-American 
violation of international law as in 
the case of the seizure of Mada- 
gascar and of strong unjustified 
pressure exercised on a weaker 
power.”

docked late yesterday and began 
discharging her patients 

There were no Canadian casual- 
ties from the fighting in Sicily and 
Italy aboard, although it had been 
rumored beforehand some might be 
arriving. All had come from base 


| hospitals in Britain presumably as 


part of a movement to empty these 
hospitals in readiness to care for 
wounded from the Italian fighting.

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The Retailmen Know 
Meeting at Toronto, members of the 
retail merchants’ association went all-out 
in support of the policy of maintaining a 
price ceiling and thus preventing inflation 
throwing the country into “chaotic condi- 
tions.” No class of people are better 
situated to know the importance of thus 
stabilizing trade and the cost of living. The 
retailmen went through an experience In 
the last war that is not likely to be forgot- 
ten either by those who survive or by those 
of the younger generation who have 
learned of it by hearsay. 

Price control of course restricts profits, 
but against that restriction are freedom 
from worry and from the difficulties cer- 
tain to result when rising prices outstrip 
the buying power of customers. No one 1s 
more immediately affected than the retail 
merchant by conditions prevailing in the 
community. His cash drawer is a baro- 
meter which shows the trend unerringly. 
When buying falls off he knows that his 
customers are hard up—or are hanging 
onto their meney in fear that hard times 
are coming. 

The price ceiling has prevented family 
expenses surging ahead and leaving family 
income far in the rear. What may be 
equally important, it has given the public 
confidence that this is not going to happen: 
and has thus averted trade-killing fear of 
what may be the eS tomorrow. 


A Great Air Victory 


The smashing air attack on Rabaul 
would rank as a major operation even 1n 
Burope. It was the heaviest ever deliver- 
ed by Allied forces in the South Pacific, 
and is said to have left that key Japanese 
base in a state of general ruin. Besides 
blowing the harbor works to pieces: and 
tearing up the airfields, the massed raiders 
ran up a score of 119 enemy ships destroy- 
ed and 177 planes demolished. It was the 
first fighter-escorted bomber attack on the 

rt, and was made possible by the clear- 
ing of the Japanese out of their strong- 
holds in New Guinea. Only five Allied 
planes failed to return. ’ 

With the announcement of this remark- 
able victory comes news from Canberra 
that more planes are arriving “down 
under”: that Thunderbolts are already on 
the scene, and that Spitfires are on the 
way, both in numbers. 

“The Rabaul attack puts beyond any 
doubt that the Japanese air force is in- 
ferior in fighting quality, as has long been 
erowing more and more apparent. As the

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It's Up to Them 


The part that Italy played in bringing 
the scourge of war on the world is not wip- 
ed off the slate because its Government 
has decided to help clear the Nazi maraud- 
ers out of the country. That was made 
clear in the statement issued at Washing- 
ton, London and Moscow recognizing Italy 
as a co-helligerent. The terms of the ar- 
mistice granted to it still stand, and those 
terms were freely conceded only after its 
unconditional surrender. 

The crimes perpetrated by Mussolini 
with the permissive consent of King Vic- 
tor and the nation at large have neither 
been forgotten nor forgiven. For those 


crimes a heavy price has already been 
paid and is in process of being paid, and 
the account bas not yet been settled. Italy 
is bankrupt, its people impoverished, its 
colonial empire lost, its commerce 


ie good name blackened. 


dead, 
None of these 
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penalties has been lifted because of its be- 
lated change of course. 

How much of the lost territory will be 
handed back, and how much help the 
country will get to re-cstablish itself, rests 
with the Allies. They are under no present 
obligations in either respect. It is not the 
Italy of 1939 that has come in on the Allied 
side, but the Italy of 1943—with its black 
record of treachery, covetous conspiracy, 
and inhumanity. It is up to the Italian sol- 
diers and people to redeem themselves. 
The courage and resolution they display in 
helping to smash the Nazism they were 
induced to serve and support will natur- 
ally affect the treatment they receive when 
the day of settlement arrives. At present 
they deserve little consideration, but if 
they have the will they may deserve more 
by the time the fighting stops.

Argentina has had another cabinet 
Shake-up, and Brazilian observers think it 
is getting ready to break with the Axis.

The Count’s name, it is 
reported, is on the list, a long one, of per- 
sons whom the made-in-Germany Fascist 
cabal intends to shoot or hang or feed 
castor oil if, as and when it can lay hands 
on them, Ciano and the others are accused, 
it seems, of “passing to the enemy at the 
moment of trial’. If this Berne report is 
true in the case of the Count, the Allies 
need take no special precautions to prevent 
his falling into the clutches of his venge- 
ful father-in-law or the gang that is oper- 
ating in his name. Ciano is due to be shot 
by somebody, and if Benito or any of his 
clique want the job it would be a shame to 
stand in the way.

zen who fails, himself, to make an 
arrest when he should, or to aid a 
police officer if he is called upon 
to do so, becomes an. offender 
against the spirit of the law in his 
own right 

The point of all this is that every 
citizen, male or female, is a law 
enforcement officer. Every citizen 
has a distinct personal and individ- 
ual responsibility in preventing 
crime and apprehending criminals, 

Coy persons who shun the witness 
box, reticent persons who fail to 
cive information about crime, care- 
less persons who tempt the lawless 
element, shy persons who flee pub- 
| licity—all these are flouting their 
| duties as good citizens. 
| And while they continue to do 
{these things, the police can ‘not be 
| blamed if crime gets a little out of 
hand. 


Block-Printing Is Simple Art 


Interesting Hobby That | 
Can be Developed at! 


Home

It seems that the present and the 
immediate past generation have 
gotten away from the art of making | 
things. But the war is pushing us 
all back on our cwn resources in 
every sort of way and that’s going 
to be good for a generation like 
ours, Which up to now have been re- 
mote from the reality of how com- 
mon things are mace, 

The popularity of hand crafts 
started before the var and has been 
greatly stimulated by it. 

The ancient art of hand block- 
printing of fabrics has been en- | 
gaging the attentioa of many ultra- 
modern artists. They are intrigued 
by the primitive simplicity of this 
type of fabric design which was 
practiced in old Egypt, in India, in | 
medieval and renaissance Europe, 
and in the 19th century in Austria 
and Russia. 

Leading craftsmen who make 
hand block printed fabrics profes- 
sionally usually use wood blocks 
But about the same effect can be | 
obtained by the amateur with the | 
use of the linoleum block. 

This is a fascinating hobby that 
can be developed to a useful point | 
—and even to a profitable status in | 
this era when there are few imports 
of hand-made things from the out- 
side world. 


How It’s Done 


Briefly, here is the process: The + 
design, cut into a block, is impreg- 


} nated with a colored ink, then pul 


face down on a fabric (which is 
stretched over a padded table), and 
the block tapped sharply with a 
wooden mallet. If more than one 
color is used, a separate block is | 
needed for it, and when the first | 
color is entirely dry, this second | 
color-block is placed on top and the 
process is repeated. But here are

Simple Motif 


First work out a motif on paper— 
a simple one if you're a real begin- 
ner. The repetition of the motif on 
the fabric will create a much more 
complicated effect than would 
appear from a single design. If the 
motif is big or compelling, plan the 
size with regard for the width of 
the material so you will have the 
designs evenly spaced 
ing your design on your linoleum 
block, remember that it will print 
in reverse—that’s important to 
allow for if the design has a right 
or Jeft or if there is lettering. 

After you have sketched your de- 
sign on the linoleum block, then 
cut out the design. Keep your 
tools sharp and clean.

| up, on table and steady with finger- 
tips of left hand while you run over

After being left for dead on 
the field in the stark Ypres fight, 
Mobberley was picked up by a 
German Red Cross detail. That 
was during a brief period that 
the enemy was able to score a 
limited advance due to panic by 
French Algerian troops who broke 
and fled from their position on 
the Canadian flank when the 
Germans made their gas attack. 


A piece of shrapwel had touched 
the spine of the Canadian N.C.O., 
completely paralyzing his legs, | 
while he had another severe shrap- 
nel wound in the chest and a lesser 
wound in the arm. 


LONG IN HOSPITAL 


He spent long periods in hos- 
pital, first in Belgium, then in Ger- 
many, followed by a weary stretch 
of more than a year in a German 
prison camp, from which he made 
an unsuccessful attempt to escape 
There followed a period in Swit- | 
verland where he was sent in ex- 
change for a badly wounded Ger- 
man prisoner 

He was in Switzerland when the 
armistice was signed and having 
recovered fairly well he returned 
to Canada by way of England 
RE DS IO eS 


Before he went down for the 
long count on April 24, 1915, 
C.S.M. Mobberley had earned the 
Distinguished Conduct Meoal 
while a comrade, C.S.M. Freddy 
Hall performed deeds of valor 
that earned for him the Victoria 
Cross. It was a posthumous 
award in the cese of Hall, also a 
Winnipeg boy, who was killed in 
the great battle 
“We never yielded a single inch 
o the Germans,’ Maj. Mobberley 
proudly recalled recently to a re- 
porter. He was speaking of the 
famed Little Black Devils, 

“The ground given up temporarily 
to the Germans was vielded after 
we had been relieved. The 
drawal was made only then upon 
orders because our flank had been 
dangerously exposed by the flight 


|} of the French Algerian troops. 


GALLANT DEFENCE 
It was through a gallant attempt 
this flank that 


C.S.M. Mobberley and his compan- 
ions were struck down by German 
Shrapnel. The trio dragged a mach- 
ine gun out to the left of their 
trench and poured a devastating en- 
filading fire into the massed ranks 
of advancing German infantry 
Their efforts were effective despite 
the fact all three were finally laid 
low. It was for this act that Mobber 
ley was awarded the D.C.M 

Commanding officer of the little 
Black Devils in that memorable 
battle was Lt.-Col. L. J. Lipsett, 
D.S.0., who was later killed while 
holding the rank of Major-Gen- 
eral with the Imperial Army.

Travelling only at night and
